Nevertheless, the Applicants respectfully assert that simultaneous examination of 
Invention I and Invention V would not place an undue burden on the Examiner because the 
Inventions are related as they share the structural features, differing in the nature of the 
substituent at R3 and R4. See MPEP § 803 ("If the search and examination of an entire 
application can be made without serious burden, the [E]xaminer must examine it on the merits, 
even though it includes claims to independent or distinct inventions."). Therefore, the 


Applicants respectfully request that the Examiner modify the instant Restriction Requirement, 
examining Inventions I and V, i.e., all claims wherein R\ is aryl; R 2 is RO-alkyl, R 2 N-alkyl, RS- 
alkyl, R2N-cycloalkyl or RS-cycloalkyl; R 3 and R4 are H, alkyl, F -OR, heteroaryl or 
heteroaralkyl; and R5 is a phenyl or thiophene.
